At least 2,500 of these, it is claimed, are at the present time w ith­ 


out means o f livelihood, without friends or relatives, who are able 
to 


support them, and, by reason of their helplessness are drifting into crime 
and abject poverty . 


It is tontonded that such unfortunates should be cared for by the 


state, instead of placing them in county Institutions; tha t if they were 


tared for in some open colony with healthful 
surroundings, 
where they 


<ould receive skilled medical and surgical care, many of them would re­ 


spond to such treatment, improve In health and bey ome 
useful m e m ­ 


bers of society Much as I am disinclined to recommend any m easure which 


"ill increase the outlay of ex penditure in this state, I am forced to con­ 


clude that the care of such unfortunates is a legitim ate 
and necessary 


duty of the state in the ex ercise of com m on hum anity . Other states have 


awakened to the wisdom of providing for these unfortunates in this man- 


m r, among them Indiana, Kansas, Michigan, New York, Missouri, Ohio, 


Pennsy lvania and ieax s. This state cannot afford to lag 
behind these 


other jurisdictions in this particular. 
I, therefore, respectfully recom­ 


mend that the ( olony for Epileptics be created, and tha t appropriation 


be made sufficient to buy a tract of about 2,000 acres, and that the er- 


eition of buildings thereon be commenced at the earliest possible date. *
